If pressed, the Chief will 
relate the story of the Kelly 
Hill Murder, 

But it isn’t the kind of sto- 
ry that he relishes, although 
there are people of Wilmington 
who think of it as the high 
point in Chief Ainsworth’s 
career. . 

It was back in October of 
1934 - over 25 years ago, that 
a body was found on Kelly's 
Hill - the body of a dying 
man, with a bullet wound from 
which dripped his life’s blood 

Kelly’s Hill, in those days 
was not the well populated 
place of today. The town’s 
water standpipe stoai on the 
highest part. There were a few 
homes, mostly of poorer people 
and a few more summer camps, 
The rest of the hill was just 
brush and~scrub trees. 

Ainsworth found the body of 
the dying man as the result of 
a telephone call, from a lady 
who lived on the hill. It was 
about 6 pm., on that October 
day when he called for an am- 
bulance, to take the man to 
Tewksbury Hospital. 

But he was dead before he ar- 
rived at the hospital - and

when police searched bis clo- 
thing for a cleéw to his iden- 
tity they discovered that e- 
very manufacturer’ s mark, and 
laundry mark had been removed. 

It was clearly a case of pre- 
meditated murder - and the 
Victim was an unknown man, 

But the story really started 
three hours earlier, with Burt 
Frotten, and Louie Elfman. 

Burt is still a resident of 
Wilmington, while Louie, who 
was the founder of Lpuie’s Oil 
Service, has moved to other 
climes, 

Burt in those days was a 
Tookie cop, and Louie had had 
@ gas station, on Main Street, 
for seven years. 

Burt, who had been in the de- 
partment for only two weeks, 
noticed a large brown sedan 
going through Wilmington 
square, headed north. Presuma- 
bly it was going to Rockingham 
New Hampshire, to the races. 
In it were a number of men in 
the car, and Burt jotted down 
the number plate, in his note- 
book. 3 
Shortly afterwards the car 
stopped at Louie’s for gas. 
The men requested, at the same 
time, that Louie check the 
brakes. One of them made a 
jocular remark about having to 
do a lot of driving that night 
Louie checked the brakes, and 
also the number plate - a ha- 
bit of his. 

Louie’s check of the number 
plates, made mentally, turned 
out to have one digit wrong, 
when compared to Burt's - but 
the point was that both men 
were able to identify the car, 
and its location at a parti- 
cular time. 

Chief Ainsworth, of course, 
called in the State Police, 
and started a search of the 
neighborhood. While he was do- 
ing this Captain Stokes and 
Lt. Crescio of the State Po- 
lice arrived. 

The Chief had just discovered 
a gold watch, still running, 
in the bushes, about 25 feet 
from where the body had lain. 
A line from the body, through 

atch, pointed towards a 

shack, some hundred feet 

. The police went up for a 
look. 

The cottage was boarded up, 
but the police took out a pane 
of glass, and were able to 
open the door. 

Inside the cottage a noose 
hung from a rafter. The police 
ripped off boards which were 
covering the windows, and took 
a second look. 

The noose was hung from a new 
screw wye, which had been put 
into one of the rafters. On a 
table nearby lay five pairs of 
white canvas gloves. The mur- 
derers had come prepared, and 
intended to leave no finger- 
prints. Evidently their victim 
had escaped, and had had to be 
shot as he ran away, in broad 
daylight! 

After questioning the nearest 
neighbors the police trio went 
back to the Police Station, 
which was located in what is

There Burt Froton volunteered 
his information = at that mo- 
ment a seemingly valueless 
clue. 

The chief called George Buck, 
Principal Assessor, and found 
the name of the omer. He was 
@ Boston businessman, Buck re~ 
ported. 

The State Police called Bos- 
ton for a check, not only on 
the owner, but on where the. 
watch may have been bought. 

The watch, it turned out, had 
been purchased only three 
months previously by a man 
named Luigi Girgo, of the 
North End of Boston. 

It was about this time that 
one of the State Police came 
into the station with another 
lady - she lived about 100 
yards away from the cottage 
She told a story of seeing the 
men, seeing them argue, seeing 
one of them being shot - and 
that they had a brown car, 

Froton’s clue suddenly became 
valuable. He had been checking 
with the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. The car belonged to 
a Amiello Orlando, also of the 
North End of Boston. 

Froton was sent out to check 
the filling stations in the 
vicinity of town. It wasn’t 
long until he returned with a 
grinning Louie E)fman. He too 
had seen the car. Louie was 
the first man that Froton had 
asked. Louie told the police 
he coulé identify the men who 
had stopped -at his station. 

The Chief went to Boston, to- 
gether with Lts. Dempsey and 
Crescio, to investigate some 
of the North End addreéses, 

Crescio spoke several Italian 
dialects. They found that the 
‘car had been borrowed by a man 
who lived in East Boston, 
named Julio Ventura. 

The three men went to East 
Boston, and, in front of the 
home of Ventura found the 
brown sedan, still with the 
same number plates. 

They crept up the stairs of 
an apartment house, From one 
of the second floor rooms came 
Italian voices - talking in 
dialect. Crescio interpreted - 
the men were drinking a toast 
to the death of Luigi Girgo! 

The conversation, Crescio 
said, was to the effect that 
Luigi would never again see a 
girl named Vera 
The three men crashed through 
the door. Five men jumped to 
their feet. ‘Don’t say any- 
thing!’ one of them said in I 
talian - ‘They’11 never be 
able to prove anything!’ 

‘You are under arrest’, Cres- 
cio said, inthe same Italian 
dialect. 

The next move was to identify 
Vera. Boston Police searched 
the North End, but again it 
was Crescio who found her. She 
was in a cafe, seated with a 
man. Girgo was her boy-friend, 
and she identified the victim 
as he lay in the morgue, as 
Girgo. 

It was a sordid story, and 
Vera was able to identify one

of the arrested men as a man 
who had threatened Girgo. 
Elfman’s identification of 
the other three men who had 
accompanied the man Vera iden- 
tified tied the case up com- 
pletely. The testimony of the 
neighbor, Mrs, Annie Chambers, 
left no doubt. * 

The trial started on Jan. 5, 
1935, in the Middlesex Super- 
ior Court. Six days later the 
jury returned a verdict of 
guilty in the second degree, 
and the murderers were given 
sentences of from 10 to 15 
years in the State Penitentary 
by Judge Nelson P. Brown. 
That’s the Chief's murder 
case - but he would rather 
talk about something else.

Ainsworth was first appointea 
Chief of Police by the Board 
of Selectmen in 1931, On the 
board at that time were Harold 
Melzar, the late Thomas Holmes 
and the late Walter G. Buckle. 
He was reappointed every year 
until 1947, when he accepted 
the position of Probation of- 
ficer in the Woburn Court. 
During his tenure as Chief of 
Police Ainsworth organized ef- 
forts to get an ambulance for 
Wilmington, by private sub- 
scription, purchasing, in 1934 
a former hearse, from Edgerly
